It was at 12:40 o’clock p. m. when the 
St. Louis came abreast of quarantine. 
Shortly before this the warships of the 
North Atlantic squadron had formed in an 
indented double line, through the center of 
Which the St. Louis was to pass. This ar- 
rangement was to allow a clear vision of 
each man of war to the visiting Chinese. 

The St. Louis was escorted through the 
lower bay by quite a flotilla, composed of 
yachts, tugs and excursion boats. Whis- 


: tles weregpiown, cannon fired and the peo- 


ple aboard the different craft shouted words 
of welcome to Li Hung Chang and his 
party. When the steamship was sighted 
by the warships the men were at once called 
to quarters on the quarter deck, where 
they held their position, until the St. Louis 
had passed, as a mark of respect to the 
oriental visitor. After General Ruger and 
party stepped aboard the St. Louis, at 12:45 
Pp. m., they went immediately to the aft 
drawing room, where they were met by Vice 
President Wright, of the American line. 

Li was in his stateroom and word was 
sent to him that the government represen- 
tatives were ready fo meet him. About the 
the bg liner were gathered craft of every 
description crowded with people anxious 
to get.a glimpse of the celebrated China- 
man. Whistles were kept going, yachts 
boomed cannon and on some of the tugs 
firecrackers were set off. Coming up Fort 
Wadsworth, the St. Louis passed outside 
the warships, and the flagship New York 
fired a salute of nineteen guns, which is 
the English lord high admiral’s official rec- 
Ognition. 

Li Hung Chang, after a delay of fifteen 
minutes, was conducted to the drawing 
room by Vice President Wright and his in- 
terpreter and secretary. He was at once 
presented to General Ruger, who said: 

“I am directed by the president of the 
United States to meet you and extend to 
you the freedom of the nation. I bid you 
»welcome.”’ 

The viceroy bowed his head and said: 

“I thank you for-the courtesy.” 

Li wore that highest of Chinese distinc- 
tions, the famous yellow jacket, with its 
accompanying ornament, the peacock 
feather. 

Wore His Yellow Jacket. 

Li was formally presented to all present 
in the room, some dozen or more. He 
shook hands with them all. He was asked 
if he would like to slip out on the deck and 
look at the harbor as the ship sailed up, 
but he motioned that he preferred to sit 
down and talk with those present. 

General Ruger took a seat to his left and 
the interpreter to the right. The viceroy, 
in a democratic position, threw one knee 
over the other and began to ask questions. 
He would like to know if the president of 
the republic was in New York. He was 
told that he was and that he would see 
him tomorrow. To this the viceroy bowed 
his head in acknowledgment. 

“The French people,” said Li, “suddenly 
changing the subject, “tried to influence 
me to go home by way of Marseilles and 
the Suez canal, but I declined, telling them 
I wanted to visit the United States.”

NINE DESPERATE MEN AT BAY. 


One Hundred and Fifty Soldiers Fitted 
Against Bank Robbers. 

Silver City, N. M., August 28.—Word was 
received here Wednesday night that the 
nine men comprising the gang of despera- 
does who robbed the Separ postoffice, held 
up the Nogales bank and killed one and 
wounded several members of the party that 
pursued them, are surrounded in Skeleton 
canyon, in Cochise county, A. T., bya posse 
of United States marshals acting under 
Marshal Hall, of New Mexico, and two 
companies of troops from Fort Bayard 
and Fort Grant, and that an attack will 
be made. 

Upon learning the location of the rob- 
bers Marshal Hall received ‘instructions 
from the department to call upon the troops 
if necessary, and on Wednesday Company 
D of the Seventh cavalry, under command 
of Lieutenant Clark, left Fort Bayard for 
the scene to co-operate with a company 
ordered out from Fort Grant, Last night 
in pursuance to telegrams received from 


| Marshal Hall, a citizens’ posse under charge 


of Deputy Simmons, was organized and left 
here to act with posses from Deming, 
Lordsburg and other places. 

The robbers are reported to occupy 4 
strongly fortified position with plenty of 
arms and provisions, and the character of 
the country is such that they can success- 
fully resist a force of many times their 
number. 

Every member of the gang is a noted 
criminal, and they have been operating on 
the border successfully for several months, 
committing crimes of every description. 
The force under Marshal Hall now num- 
bers nearly 150 men, and a fight will likely 
occur, as the robbers have announced their 
determination to never be taken alive.

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LIEUT. ALVARED TELLS A FEARFUL STORY 


Declares That the Spanish Captain 
General Inspires the Worst of 
the Atrocities.

Boston, Mass., August 28.—(Special.)— 
Lieutenant. Alvared, of ‘Maceo’s forces, has 
just arrived in this city after an exciting 
trip to Cuba. He tells a fearful story of 
the outrages practiced by the Spaniards 
upon the Cubans, rivaling even the recita) 
of Armenian horrors. 

He left this port July 18th {in command 
of the Steamer J. T. Hartway, with 500 
Sharpshooters, 500 dynamite booms, 1,000 
rifles and provisions for three months, all 
of which were safely landed. 

The Hartway left on her return trip Au- 
sust 4th, and when four days out, sprung a 
leak and sank, though the crew was saved. 

Lieutenant Alvared expects to be success- 
ful in landing another body of recruits in 
Cuba shortly. He believes that the strug- 
g:e will be ended before cold weather 
sets in. 

“Weyler orders his soldiers to assault all 
women and little girls. 

“It is impossible,’’ said Alvared, “even to 
hint at the atrocities supposed to be com- 
mitted by order of the Spanish general. 

“He discovered a Cuban newspaper in the 
pocket of an Angserican named Charles 
Churchill, of Pennsylvania. By Weyler’s 
command, Churchill was wrapped in an 
American flag and burned to death. 

“The Spanish soldiers are utterly without 
mercy. They shoot little children just for a 
pastime. After shooting prisoners the 
yodies of the latter are treated to all sorts 
of ind'gnities, often being only partly buried, 
a hand or leg being left sticking up above 
the surface. 

‘“‘No care is take to shoot a prisoner mor- 
tally. There is no wasting of ammunition, 
If a victim is not dead at the first fire, he 
is buried alive.”’ 


SPANISH REPORT REBEL DEFEAT 


Attack Was Made Near Vinaies and 
Was Well Planned. 


Havana, August 28.—A report has been 
received of an attack by insurgents upon a 
of Spanish troops near Vinales. 
The Spaniards made a stout resistance 
holding off the rebels until the arrival of 
assistance, when the attacking force was 
repulsed. 

Further Spanish re-enforcements arriving 
the insurgents were compelled to abandon 
the attack and disperse. The Spanish 
lost six men killed and eighteen wounded, 
including one lieutenant. Four of the 
rebels were killed and many wounded. 
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DOES NOT KNOW THE LYNCHERS. 


Baron Fava Given No Information, 
but an Apology. 


Washineton, D. C., August 8%.—The re- 
port of Governor I*oster, of Louisiana, up- 
on the lynching of three Sicilians charged 
with murder and confined in the parish 
jail at Hahnville, St. Charles parish, just 
below New Orleans, in respect to which 
Baron Fava, the Italian ambassador, in the 
name of his government, has asked repara- 
tion from the United States, has just been 
received at the state department. 

The governor makes the customary reply 
in such cases that the perpetrators of the 
dead are unknown to the authorities, who 
are taking all possible steps in the matter. 
This reply was communicated to Baron 
Fava with an expression of regret on the 
part of the United States government that 
subjects of the king of Italy should have 
been dealt with in this.lawless manner. 

This apology will probably be followed 
by an offer of pecuniary compensation, as 
in the case of the alleged ‘‘mafia” murder- 
ers shot down in the parish prison of New 
Orleans some years ago, and the killing of 
three Italian miners at Walsenberg, Col., 
in 18y5. 

But the action will probably have to be 
awaited as the annual appropriation ‘to 
meet unforeseen emergences in the diplo- 
matic service” out of which Mr. Blaine 
settled for the mafia incident, is very near- 
ly exhausted. 


KILL THOUSANDS OF ARMENIANS 


Shops and Residences Looted by Un- 
ruly Mobs. 

London, August 29.—The Daily News pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Constantinople, un- 
det date of Thursday, saying that besnies 
the bombs which they possessed the seizers 
of the Ottoman bark had sixteen pounds 
of dynamite. 

Only nine of the number forming the par- 
ty that seized the bank were alive when a 
decision to surrender was reached, 

Fearful scenes, the dispatch says, were 
enacted Wednesday night, especially .n ihe 
Topanes, Haskemi and Kissim Pasha dis- 
tricts, where mobs of Lazes and Kurds of 
the worst character looted shops and resi- 
dences and murdered everybody whom they 
suspected of being an Armenian or a fym- 
pathizer with the Armenians. 

A moderate estimate places the number 
of killed at between 3,000 and 4,000. 


THE RUSSIAN ROYAL FAMILY. 


Emperor and Empress Reach Vienna 
and Are Given a Warm Reception. 

Vienna, August 28.—The emperor and 
empress of Russia arrived here yesterday. 
They were met at the station and wel- 
comed by Emperor Francis Joseph, Em- 
press Elizabeth and a number of arch- 
dukes and archduchesses. 

A large crowd of people assembled near 
the station and cheered the imperial visi- 
tors with great enthusiasm. 

The czar and czarina, with the emperor 
and empress and the other royalties, en- 
tered carriages and were driven to the 
Hofburg palace. The streets were lined 
with troops, behind which were massed 
thousands of cheering people. The weather 
was perfect. 
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KALID’S FORCE LOST HEAVILY.

Rest of American Men-of-War Carry 
Too Many Guns To Get 
by Forts. 


Washington, August 28.—The president 
has decided to send a warship to Constanti- 
nople, and the little cadet practice ship 
Bancroft has been selected as the first 
American national vessel, since the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of Paris, to pass the 
Bosphorus and anchor in the Golden Horn, 
Opposite the gardens of the seraglio. 

The navy department is in a> state of 
suppressed excitement today on account 
of the preliminary orders to fit the vessel 
for a foreign cruise, and although officials 
have been pledged to unusual secrecy over 
the immediate cause of the departure, it 
is well known that extraordinary efforts 
are being mrade to expedite fhe dispatch 
of the vessel from Annapolis, where the 
cadets have just disembarked from the 
summer cruise, and the instruction officers 
have been ordered ashore to the naval 
academy. 

Within a day or two, under peremptory 
orders, a new complement of officers and 
men, it is understood, will man the ship 
and she will go to the Norfolk or New York 
navy yard to make ready for a duty she 
was never designed to undertake, congress 
having authorized her construction solely 
as a practice cruiser for the education of 
naval cadets. 

The administration having reached the 
decision, however, that the presence of a 
United States war vessel was imperatively 
demanded at Constantinople to perform 
duty similar to that of the guard ships 
maintained there by England and France 
and other European powers, and the Turk- 
ish laws resting on the treaty of Paris 
forbidding a vessel of over six guns to 
enter the Bosphorus, the Bancroft alone 
was found available for the service re- 
quired. 

She has four guns, and, therefore, is un- 
der no obligation to secure permission to 
pass the forts as would be the case of all 
other American warships, save the Con- 
cord, now out of commission, and the 
Bennington, attached to the Pacific sta- 
tion, and the dispatch boat Dolphin, which 
has two guns, 

It is understood that during the climax 
of the troubles at Constantinople several 
months ago, the United States asked leave 
to send one of the ships.on the European 
Station into the Bosphertis,. but permission 
was refused at the time on the ground that 
the Minneapolis, San Franciseo and Mar- 
blehead exceeded in power and size the 
terms of the Paris agreement. It is also 
understood that at Minister Terrell’s sug- 
gestion the step now to be taken has been 
under contemplation for some timtfe and is 
not due to any sudden and unforseen com- 
plication. e 

The cruiser Bancroft can carry only 200 
tons of coal, and must therefore make 
port frequently on a cruise. Her main 
battery consists of four four-inch rapid 
fire rifles and a number of small secondary 
weapons and two torpedo tubes. 

She carries ten officers and 120 men. In 
all respects she is a warship of the high- 
est class in miniature, equal in appear- 
ance to the finest vessels in foreign navies. 
For her size she is probably the most for- 
midable of United States naval vessels. 
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ITALY MAKES A DEMAND. 


Cruiser Sails To Take Possession of 
Trinidad Island. 

New York, August 28.—The Herald's spe- 
cial cable from Buenos Ayres says: 

“Rio Janeiro advices state that the Ital- 
ian representative has protested against 
the outrages committed upon citizens of 
his country, and has asked that prompt 
reparation be made. 

“Tt is believed that Italy sent to the 
Brazilian government yesterday an ulti- 
matum covering all the questions at issue. 
The greatest secrecy is observed by all 
parties concerned, but it is understood 
that Italy asks what Brazil intends to do 
and fixes a time within which an answer 
to the ultimatum may be made. 

“At a cabinet meeting in Rio Janetro 
yesterday there was a sharp debate, as a 
result of which the minister of the interior 
retired. Minister of Foreign Affairs Car- 
velto insisted upon his dismissal. 

‘Three steamers, carrying Italian immi- 
grants, arrived at Rio Janeiro yesterday 
and the Italian legation asked for an of- 
ficial guarantee of their safety. 

“Deputy Medeiros made a speech in the 
chamber criticising Minister Carvelto, 
There was an angry dispute which culmi- 
nated in Dr. Carvanos slapping the deputy 
in the face. 

“A secret meeting of the chamber of 
deputies was held, at Which the dismissal 
of the minister was accepted. 

“The government iS seeking to reach 
a peaceful solution of the difficulty. 

“During a conflict between Brazilians 
of the Jacobin faction and Italians yester- 
day on the Minas estate in Pessauha two 
men were killed and eleven wounded, some 
of them seriously. In Bahia a large meet- 
ing was held, at which insults were heaped 
upon the Italians. 

“The Brazilian cruiser Tiradentes sailed 
yesterday for Trinidad for the purpose of 
aking possession of the island.” 


SOUGHT SAFETY ON WARSHIPS. 


Thrush and Raccoon Were Struck by 
Rebels’ Shots. 

Zanzibar, August 28.—Many of the Brit- 
ish residents boarded the warships lying in 
the harbor before the bombardment began, 
all of the ladies taking refuge upon the 
steamer George T., the flagship of Rear 
Admiral Harry Rawson, but a large num- 
ber of Europeans remained on shore. 

Most of the rebels stood to their guns 
pluckily and fought well, though after the 
first broadside was fired from the warships, 
a number of the defenders of the palace 
fled to the outskirts of the town, where 
many robberies were cOmmitted. 

All the persons on board the steamer 
Glasgow, which was sunk by the fire of 
the British vessels, were rescued by boats 
from the bombarding ships. Among them 
was a large number who had been wounded. 
Several Indian soldiers were killed during 
the firing. The Thrush was hit sixty-two 
times and the Raccoon gixteen times by 
shots from the rebels. 


DEATH ENDS MYSTERY 


Dynamiter William Henson Is Arrested 
and Commits Suicide. 


BLEW UP THREE BUILDINGS 


Inherited Insanity Led Him To Deeds 
of Distruction. 


EXPLOSIVES FOUND IN HIS HOUSE 


Nine Cans of Powder and a Keg of 
Dynamite Sticks Were in —~ 
the Cellar. 


Portsmouth, O., August 28.—(Special.)— 
William Henson, aged thirty, committed 
suicide this. afternoon. 

He left a letter in which he said he was 
guilty of the recent attempts to blow up 
with dynamite the electric railroad power 
house, Offner street school building and 
the Second Presbyterian church. 

Thomas McKee is now a prisoner in the 
county jail charged with the last mentioned 
offense. 

A young lady received a letter and gave it 
to her father, who turned it over to Police 
Officer Williams, who went to Henson’s 
home and found him there. Henson was 
placed under arrest. 

He was given permission to get his hat 
and ran into the cellar, where he seized a 
revolver and shot himself through the 
heart, dying instantly. 

The premises were searched and nine 
cans of powder and a keg of dynamite 
sticks were found under the house. Jienson 
had been considere? weak-minded for 
several months, having inherited insanity. 

Two years ago Henson went wild and 
wandered in the woods for several months, 
He resided opposite the power house, where 
the first attempt was made, one square 
from the Offner street school building and 
three squares from the church where the 
most successful attempt was made. 

Today’s affair clearly shows that the 
theory which was generally believed that 
the dynamite outrages were the work uf a 
dangerous madman was correct. 
McKee, who is in prison charged with the 
church affair, will probably be released at 
once.

JAILED TO STOP HIS MARRIAGE.

On July 3, 1896, a circular letter was 
published, to which no reply has been 
made and in which propositions are laid 
down so repugnant to our sense of de- 
cency and honesty that we feel com- 
pelled to say to you that ttere is no 
room in this section for the Anrerican 
Raitway Union. We are railway em- 
ployes, earning fair wages and receiv- 
ing fair treatment. We are not slaves 
and we are not fools. In this letter 
referred to it is boldly proposed that in 
order to qualify ourselves for mem- 
bership in the American Railway Union, 
and in order to retain that membership, 
we are to become would-be deceivers 
of our employers. We are asked to 
Surrender our money and every manly 
instinct, our honor and our self-re- 
Spect in order to maintain the Ameri- 
can Railway Union. We consider this 
organization a money-making scheme 
for Mr. Debs. We wish to advise the 
Officials of the American Railway Union 
that this is no missionary ground for 
that order.

Old Lawsuit in Chattanooga Eats Up 
Assets. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 28.—(Special.) 
The court of chancery appeals today de- 
cided the long litigated case of N. H. Lev- 
ens Sons, Philadelphia, et al. against W. 
O. Peoples Grocery Company et al. 

There were 175 complainants and forty de- 
fendants. The decision of the lower court 
was affirmed, a complete victory for the 
defendants. 

The litigation grew out of the failure of 
the grocery company. At the time of the 
assignment the company owed over $150,000 
to foreign creditors. On the morning pre- 
vious to the assignment, which was made 
the same afternoon the stock of goods was 
sold to J. H. Davenport, the money ieal- 
ized was paid to local creditors. The for- 
creditors attacked the sale and 
declared fraud, creating a sensation. 

A bill was filed making Peoples, Daven- 
port and Chattanooga creditors defendants 
to recover the money involved in the sale. 
The defendants can now only realize on 
the assets, stocks, bonds and real estate 


| claimed to be worth $150,000 at the time of 


sale. After paying cost of lawsuit and on 


| account of depreciated value of assets the 
| creditors will receive about 20 cents on the 
dollar. 


The case has attracted wide at- 
tention in the commercial world. It will 
probably be appealed. 


TO JAIL MAYOR AND ALDERMEN 


Louisville’s Chief Executive and Leg- 
islators in Contempt. 
Louisville, Ky., Avgust 28.—Appellate 
Judge Hazelrig. sitting at Frankfort, this 
morning reinstated the injunction against 
the mayor and board of aldermen, re- 
straining them from proceeding in the im- 
peachment proceedings against the old 
board of public safety, Judge Toney having 
dissolved the injunction soon after grant- 

ing it. 

This means that the mayor and aldermen 
will be sent to jail tomorroW for contempt 
of court and knorks out all of the impeach- 
ment proceedings, 

Judge Hazclrig’s decision is a victory for 
the old board, as it holds that the charges 
on which the impeachment was made are 
contrary to law and entirely insufficient.

New York, August 28.—R. G. Dun & Co. 
will say tomorrow in their weekly review 
of trade: 

“Failures for the week have been 288 in 
the United States against 186 last year, and 
33 in Canada against 42 last year. Clear- 
ing house certificates have not been is- 
sued, but instead gold is coming hither 
on the swiftest steamers, about $10,000,000 
being already on the way. Higher lending 
rates bring it, nothwithstanding foreign 
events which disturb London markets. 

Growing confidence in the monetary fu- 
ture of the country helps. The shrinkage 
of merchandise imports and the increase

of exports also helps. 
all help to lessen the strain. 
in failures for three weeks ending August 
20th were $20,932,285 against $6,519,366 last 
year and $8,214,470 in 1894. The stoppage 
of Hilton, Hughes & Co., this week, is, 
of course, not included in these figures. 
“The stoppage of works also continues, 
including among other concerns the Illi- 
nois steel plant, at Hammond, Ind., and 


the Lakeside nail works there. 

“Disruption of the Tin Plate Association 
results from inability of many concerns 
to go on paying the wages demanded, and 
will presumably be followed by the stop- 
page of some. 

“Other iron works are getting very lit- 
tle new business, and there is so little doing 
that quotations are almost nominal. Gray 
forge has sold for $9.25 at Pittsburg, but 
it is said that speculative purchases 
amounting to 100,000 tons of pig have re- 


lieved the Chicago market. 
“The billet pool, in session at Cresson 


yesterday, was expected to change its 


basis and fix prices on open hearth steel. 
Coke production at Connellsville decreased 
10,000 tons last week, further decrease 
being expected. Anthracite has again ad- 
vanced 25 cents, September Ist. 

‘‘Boot and shoe shipments continue large. 
New business is scarce, no gain is seen in 
the demand for woolen goods. Cotton 
shows a stronger tone, and in a few quali- 
ties slightly better prices, out the change 
has been in selling from store, without 
disposition to order ahead of current wants. 

“Speculation in products caused an ad- 
vance of 1.62 cents in wheat, but Thursday 
it had been lost, only to rise again and 
close at nearly the top. Heavy western Fre- 
ceipts continue, low as prices are.”’ 

What Bradstreet’s Says. 

New York, August 28.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The volume of general business has not 
increased within the week. Exceptions 
appear to be at Baltimore, Louisville and 
Kansas City, which send out more favor- 
able reports as to the quantities of gen- 
eral merchandise sold than any other cen- 
ter. Early movement of crops is said to be 
behind the increased orders. 

‘‘Another encouraging influence ts found 
in lower rates for foreign exchange, the 
movement of $19,000,000 In gold from abroad
